-A Majority of the Assembly An 


municu Themselves us Favoring- 


a Couipetiug Railroad. 


SiCRAyiwTo, March 8.- The battle for 


woman suffrage boforo the present leg- 
ialature has been fought and loat. It 
was killed today by Geaford, Democrat, 
of Naps, inserting the word "male,' 
and by thus specifying the sex of doct- 
ors and nullifying the bill for woman 
voters. 


When the bill came up for third read- 


ing McGowan, Republican, of Ilumboldt 
championed its passage. A lar^o nui 
her of women were in attendance, and 
standing room in the lobby was at a 
premium. Aftor a few speeches Gea- 
ford'B amendment wns adopted by a vote 
of 22 ayes against 13 noes. 


> MeCiowuii promptly moved to recon- 
sider. He expressed surprise at such 
action of the Republicans and urged 
them J,o return to the path of duty. 
In 


the names of GurlMd, of Lincoln and 
other great party leaders, he naked way- 
ward Kepublicana to return to the fold 
and obey the dictates of the party plat- 
form. 


Pedlar, Republican, of Fresno spoke 


for the hill, and Gesford and McAllister, 
Democrats, of Mann, against it. 


Geaford culled attention to the fact 


that McGowan, as chairman of the judi- 
ciary committee, had decided the bill to 
bo unconstitutional. 
Gesford favored 


considering the matter by constitutional 
amendment, rather than by enactment. 


Cleaves of Shasta, Re publican, favored 


passing the bill and letting the supremo 
covirt nettle its constitutionality. 


"Karl of Alumcda, Republican, thought 


woman suffrage unwise, but said he 
would bu bound by Hie dicLututj uf liiu 
party so far as to vote for an amend- 
ment to the constitution, but ho de- 
clined to vote for an unconstitutional 
bill. To dp so, ho felt ho would defeat 
the educational qualification demanded 
by popular vote at the last election. 


Simpson of Pasadena, Aram of Yolo 


and Wellington of San Diego, Republi- 
cans, took thu ground that no unconsti- 
tutional bill should have their vote. 


Martin of I'lacer, Democrat, made a 


humorous talk, in which he said no mar- 
ried woman would favor suffrage for 
women. He hoped thu vexed question 
was so dead It would never hear Ga- 
briel's horn. 


Matthowfl, Democrat of Los Angelon, 


made a vigorous speech against the bill 
and then McGowan again took up the 
cudgel for the women in nu eloquent 
speech.

Southern 
Pacific, 
has addressed 


lengthy communication to Frank H. 
Buck and others, in reply to their letter 
as the committee on transportation, ap- 
pointed in tho recent convention o 
fruit growers. Mr. Stubba thinks tho 
publication of the sUtemonta mudu by 
the committee was unwise, and more 
calculated to retard tlmn advance tho 
prosperity of tlie fruit growers, tho 
transportation interests and tho state. 
Mr. Stubbs takes issue with the com- 
mittee, stating that it alleged as normal 
tho extraordinary conditions of 1803 am 
180-1, when every industry was depressed 
and when there was little fruit con- 
sumed because people could not afford 
to purchase it. 


Using figures furnished by tho com- 


mittee as a basis, Mr. Stubbs computes 
the net profit to tho California fruit 
grower of $27.85 per acre, and asks which 
producer in any state ormorchant within 
the state made such a, return on capita 
invested during 1894, Mr. Stubba wishes 
tho acreage profit had been $"00 per acre 
net, and if it should havo been, ho aaya 
charges for transporting the fruit eaal 
would not have been increased. He en- 
ters a general disclaimer to the chargo 
tliat tho railroad company lias been re- 
sponsible in any manner for tlie hard 
timea which the fruit growers have expe- 
rienced. Referring to tlie committee's 
statement that tbcro has been no recent 
reduction in the freight on green fruit, 
he admits this, but states that, there has 
been a very great increase in the amount 
and cost of the service performed by the

Mr. Sayers Bays: "Tho ap- 
propriations made by the Fifty-third 
congress, including permanent appro- 
priations, ehow a reduction of $'16,705,- 
856, under the appropriation mado by 
the Fifty-secoid congress, and $-15,341, 
418 under those made in the Fifty-lirat 
congress " Mr. Sayers, making a com- 
parison with the last, shows that there 
is ft net increase of $5,877,320.

As the conditions were 
fulfilled, honors were even, although 
throughout the contest Griffo showed 
his superiority, leading and landing 
when he pleaeed. Dime, considering 
the punishment he received in the face 
and breast, made a clever showing. 


Went Crazy Through Overwork. 


STOCKTON, March 8.— Samuel Valleau, 


a San Fnncisco publisher, and at one 
time a member of the board of supervis- 
ors of that city, was examined before 
the superior court here today, and was 
committed to the asylum. He ia a 
prominent native son, and went crazy 
through over work.

Story of the Holdup as Told by Eu- 


ffiueer Bugles and a 


Tramp. 


STOCKTON, March 8.—The train known 
a tho European mail, which cornea 
ihrough this city aa special No. 3, was 
'ield up near Castle switch about four 
uilos from this city at 1<UO o'clock to- 
light. The robbers, of whom there 
fere three, got nothing. 
The first nowu of tho holdup was 
irought to Stockton by F. L. Sedgeley, 
.brakemanon the train. He came on 
.he Oregon 
express 
wliica 
passes 


through Stockton shortly after the Eu- 


>pean mail, and backed into Stockton 
rom the scene of the robbery. Sodgely 
lid: 
"It was 10.20 o'clock and in the vlcin- 


ty of Castle switch that the train came 
? a stop. I was in one of tho roar cars, , 
nd thinking it was a holdup got off im- i 
lediately. When I reached the ground 
heard several shots ahead, and in- 


tautly started back to fla« the Oregon 
sprees, which I knew would bu coming 
long soon. I met tho express n short 
iatanco from the city limits, and came 
uck aboard it. I don't know whether 
,ho robbers got any money or not." 
The express was held until a poaao of 
flicera could be formed. Sheriff tJiin- 
highain was in Sacramento and Deputy 
Lobinsqn assumed cliart-o. H« was a<> 
ampanied by Police Utliucrs Carrol and 
Jiirnham and Deputy Sheriff Black, 
'he train pulled out shortly after mid- 
ight with tho oflicers, who intended to 
Jt off in tlie neighborhood of tlie rub- 
cry ai»J scour tlie country for the roll- 
era. Word had already heou rocoivod 
y telegraph that the roobcri>f utter 
taking their attempt, had retained tho 
ngino and utarted toward Lodi on it 
ml bad abandoned it before it rent-hod 
hut town. 
STOCKTON, March 8.—Full particulars 
•om the robbery were received from 
-odt by telephone after tho express train 
;id left hero. The engine of tho Kuro- 
ean mail rolled into Lodi at 11.05 
'clock, going very slowly with no one 
noard and registering but forty pounds 
I steam. George Andrews, the eiiK'i- 
eer of n freight train that was lying 
tere waiting for tlio overland to pass, 
ot aboard and stopped her. A stick of 
ynatnito was found on tho Beat in the 
»h, and it waa apparent th-.it there luul 
een a holdup. Lodi officers took tlio 
ngmu of tho freight, and went after tho 
urn that belonged to thu unmanned 
iginc, winch is No. 1786. They got 
ack to Lodi with the train at 12.1ft, and 
proceeded north with its own engine, 
lio Btory of thu holdup as told by J'.u- 
noer Iiigtaa of tho mail train is as fol- 
HVB: 
"A short distance south of Caatlo 
vltch rnvHolf and Fireman House wore 
.artled by a man who crawled over the 
ender, and pointing a pistol at our 
eads, ordered us to stop tho train. He 
as masked. I stopped tlio engine, 
id tho fellow ordered 119 to get off, 
hich wo did. Two other masked men 
ore standing on the ground waiting to 
•ccivo us. They -onlurcd us to walk 
..!k to the exuroas car, which wo did. 
(tor wo had reached tho express tlio 
ion told uie to instruct tho menaongor 
j open thu door, as (hey hnd dynamite 
nd would blow it up if the door waa 
ot opened. I told tho messenger this, 
nd ho opened tlio door and then shut 
again, aftor which ho fired two shots 
. tho robbers. A passenger stuck hia 
cad out of the window, and one of the 
>bhera fired a shot ut him. 
"The men threatened ngain to blow 
le car to piecea with dynamite and tho 
xpress inusBiingtir then complied with 
loir demand. Tho men got inside, tnk- 
gUB with thorn, and ransacked tlio 
ir. All tho money waa in the big aafe 
id they did not try to open it. They 
»t nothing whatever. After satiafying 
icmBelves that there waa nothing of 
alue outside the Bate and that it had 
ion securely locked they jumped out of 
e.'ear and went ahead to the engine 
jftin, taking 113 with thorn, 
"touching the engine tho men un- 
upled it from the train and firingaomo 
ots in the direction of tho passenger 
rs, to scare the occupants, I suppose, 
ulled the throttle and started toward 
odi. A brakeman was sent hack, to 
;ockton by the conductor to (lag the 
•egon express which was eoon to come

Boarding-House Keepers Cannot 


Retain the Clothing of Sailors. 
SAN FKANCIHCO, March 8.-—The aailoi 


boarding-house keepors are in despair. 
A recent act of congress has knocked 
them out, and their vocation is gone. 
Congressman Maguire secured the pau 
sage of an amendment to the act of 1890 
relating to the shipping of seamen he 
fore United States commissioners. Tlie 
clause that hurts the boarding masters 
reads: Provided, that tlie cloth ing of 
any seaman shall he exempt from at- 
tachment, and that any person who shall 
detain such clothing when demanded by 
the owner shall be liable to a penalty 
of not exceeding $ 100. From time im- 
memorial it has been the custom of wa- 
ter front hoarding masters to hold a 
sailor's clothing for board, and as Jack 
will not ship without his clothes, be is 
in the power of% the board in g-boiiEC man 
until suitable arrangements can be made 
for shipping him off on aome deep-water 
vessel, with a liberal allowance of blood 
money for the landlord, w^hich is taken 
out of (he Bailor's wages, 


That Interstate Pass. 


SAN FHANCISCO, March 8.—The United 


States grand jury wa today instructed 
by Judge Morrow that they iiad tbe 
right to aubpena witnesses and to com- 
pel their attumlace.
